I lie Bolshevik! mania is showing marked signs of 
abating. Even in Russia the forces of law anti sanity and 
humanity are everywhere inflicting decisive* reverses up 
on the troops of the u s u r p e r s . 
Even Sweden, the nation which, charitably inclined 
folks excuse on the ground of geographical location hut 
which is always last to act decisively in a crisis, has served 
notice on the Bolshevik legation that it must <|iiit tin 
country. 
Sweden s action is one of the most encouraging indi 
cations that the reign of terror is on the wane. 
'J lie coming of spring and good weather permitting 
troop movements in Russia will enable the allied and the 
associated nations to assist the Russian people in freeing 
themselves of the terror. 
Those who confidently believe that a few months of 
campaigning next spring will sec the utter and final rout 
of Bolshevism are by no means confined to the overly op­ 
timistic. 


A Better World 


Sometimes it is to he feared that the great lessons 
taught by the war are being forgotten even this s o o n 1>v 
many men upon whom the deepest and most l a s t i n g im ­ 
pression should have been made. 
It was hoped and believed, during the days of war, 
that men were learning to be patient, to h e just and to he 
charitable with their fellow men, that nations and indi­ 
viduals alike were thereafter to hold broader 
v i e w s of 
life and more respect for the right- and e f f o r t s of o t h e r 
nations and other individuals. 
But with the change of conditions, with the lifting of 
the burdens and anxieties of war has returned, in a meas­ 
ure, the old selfish ambitions, the intolerance and the de­ 
sire to benefit self no matter at what cost to others. 
'Sometimes, while the enthusiasm horn of the crisis, 
impelled men in business and politics to splendid and 
heroic deeds of self sacrifice and brought forgetfulness of 
self and self interest we believed that the change, <o glori­ 
ous and all inclusive was it. would endure forever and that 
peace would dawn upon a different world of men. 
Is it possible that the change was only temporary 
and only made to meet the crisis of the time and that with 
relaxation the old petty jealousies and envies will seize 
upon men in the world of business and politics? 
Sometimes the utterances of men in 
public 
places 
seem to furnish some basis for the fear that our lesson ha- 
not been enduringly taught, even by the horrors of the 
war.

We should, however, fight down such fears and not 
be discouraged because of the relapse of a few to the old 
selfish way. 
The hundreds of millions who think and act right, 
who have suffered and learned in sorrow the lasting les­ 
son, are not shouting from the housetops. The majority 
of the people have learned and are better for the trials 
through which they have passed and perhaps it is more 
the isolation in which the selfish, ambitious ones are now 
standing, in a world made belter, which seems to give im­ 
portance to their conduct when, in reality, their conduct 
standing out alone testifies to a world of men made better.
